BERLIN, Monday. 

The pew Reparation proposals will fix a 
definite Reparation sum; ask for a mora- 
torium; demand for Allied evacuation of 
Duisburg and other cities on the right side of 
the Rhine, as well as the reduction of troops 
in the Army of Occupation—so Herr Cuno, in 
a long speech, informed the Hamburg business 
men yesterday. 

After pleading for realities and demanding 
that the Allies and the Germans “ put their 
feet on the ground,” he characterised the 
International Bankers’ report in Paris recently 
as “the wisest and bravest statement on 
Reparations yet.” 

The Bankers’ report remains, he said, the 
Magna Charta of Reparations policy. 

Germany's ability to get credit abroad was 
the best berometer of Germany s capacity to 
pay. France, he said, must know the real 
sum Germany can pay, and for this reason 
Germany is submitting a definite amount. 

He pointed out that even the Reparations 
Commission, and Mr. Bonar Lav in his latest 
speech, recognise the impossibility of the pre- 
sent sums. 

The proposals, he said, although going 
further than industrial leaders and bankers 
desired, would be supported by both groups 
and be faithiully fulfilled.

AMERICA. 


Reuter’s Correspondent in New York, in a 
telegram dated Monday, says:—Most of the 
principal newspapers in their leading articles

Their 
charred remains were recovered from the 
débris several hours after the fiames had been 
subdued. - 

The presenco in the house of Mr. John 
O’Suilivan, Mr. Collins’s,_sou-in-law- was the 
means of saving the remaining members’ of 
the family. 

Mr. Collins, his wife, his three unmarried 
daughters, his married daughter, with her 
husband and their baby girl, retired to rest 
at about 11 o'clock on Friday night. Every- 
thing then appeared to be alright in the 
house. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, who is a clerk in the Tralee 
Post Office, was to have been on duty at 
7 o'clock in the morning. He was sitting at 
breakfast with his wife, when he remarked 
that he smelled something burning. She went 
on to the landing, but saw nothing wrong. 
A few minutes later her husband went to 
investigate for himself. Crossing the corri- 
dor, he opened the sittingroom door, and 
found the place in flames. 

He closed the door and rushed up to the 
next landing, where the other members of 
the household were sleeping, and roused 
them $ 

They pulled on what clothing they could 
get, and made their way through the suffo- 
cating smoke and the flames, which were now 
licking the stairway. Mr. Collins was not as 
prompt in leaving as the other members of 
his family. His son-in-law shouted to him 
to come down, warning him of his peril. 
Evidently he, did not realise the danger of 
the situation. 


DRIVEN BACK BY FLAMES. 

The son-in-law, having got the rest of the 
family out, dashed up the stairs leading from 
the kitchen to the second floor, but was met 
by a gush of flame, which caught him on the 
face, chest. and arms, and drove him back. 
Blinded with smoke and writhing with pain, 
he shouted to the entrapped man on the 
upper floor, but there was no response, and 
Mr. O'Sullivan rushed into the street, think- 
ing that his father-in-law might have made 
his escape Easa the window. 

Mr. Michael Morria, another member of 
the Post Office staff, on his way to his work, 
saw Mr. Collins at the window, and shouted 
to him to hold on until he fetched a ladder, 
which he promptly procured from the Post 
Office, returning with two postmen. 

The flames by this time were coming in 
great volumes through the window, and Mr. 
Collins was no longer visible. - Mr. Morris 
and the two postmen rushed in through the 
shop and up the stairs, shouting for Mr. 
Collins, but got no reply. One of the post- 
men—Eugene Moriarty—attempted to mount 
the stairs leading from the second floor to 
the upper one, but was met with a sheet 
of flame, which singed him badly and drove 


him back. 
HOSE AT WORK. 

Meantime, the Urban Council employés, 
with hose and ladder, arrived. Jack Gorman, 
with the hose in hand, mounted the 
ladder, and played the hose through the 
window at whieh Mr. Collins was last seen. 

The room was a seething furnace, in which 
no living thing could survive for many 
seconds. A further attempt was made to 
get up the stairs, but they quickly collapsed, 
and all hope of rescue vanished. 

Then the girl, Lily, who had been brought 
out with her mother and sisters, was missed. 
A search was made, without result, in the 
shop, which the fire had. not yet caught. 
Some barrels of paraffin were rolled out on te 
the street, and soon the top and second floor 
crashed to the ground, burying in the burn- 
ing débrie father and daughter. 

The Fire Brigede now directed their efforts 
tó saving “the adjoining houses, atid im this 
they succeeded. 

When the heat of the burned pile had been 
subdued the work of trying to recover the 
bodies began. After over three hours’ hard 
work the charred remains of the girl were 
found, and taken to the infirmary morgue. 

Nobody had seen her return to tic burn 
ing building, but it is presumed that in the 
excitement and confusion of the moment she 
rushed back to her father, to whom slo was 
passionately attached, and that she perisned 
with him. The remains of the father were 
found after about eight hours search, a few 
paces away from where the body of Lis 
daughter had been previously found. 

The awful occurrence created painful re,- 
sation, and business was suspended in tlie 
neighbourhood during the day. 

Civic Guards and National troops kept back 
the crowds while the search for the rodies 
was being made. i 

The sympathy of the whole cómnmmiy is 
extended to the surviving members of the 
family in the calamity which has vefallen 
them. , 

Mr. O'Sullivan, who behaved so heroically 


“during the terrible ordeal, and to whom the 


other members of the family o. © their lives, 
lies prostrate from shock and severe burns in 
the vb] face, and arms. 

From the moment he discovered the fire 
until the charred bodies were recovered did 
not occupy more than twenty minutes. There 
were very few people about. 

The funeral of the victims from St. shn's 
Mortuary .to Rath, on Sunday, was very 
largely attended. :

FRENCH FAMILY FARM THE SAME 
LAND FOR 800 YEARS. 
From Over Own Corresronpest. 
LONDON, Monday. 

Cases sometimes come to light of land being 
farmed by the same family for a long period, 
but it is doubtful whether England can com- 
pare with France in this respect, though 
there may be cases in Ireland. 

The French Ministry of Agriculture insti- 
tuted an inquiry with a view to granting a 
reward to families who have cultivated the 
same land for over a hundred years, and 
some surprising instances were found of con- 
tinuity of tenure and labour. 

At a little village s few miles from Pau it 
was found that one family had cultivated the 
same land for more than eight centuries. 

A deed bearing the date 1074 referred to a 
dispute regarding a right of way through the 
land, and both the families mentioned in the 
dispute are still represented at the same

BUDGET ESTIMATE.

From A Povtricat CoRRESPONDEN?. 
LONDON, Monday. 
The fact that a new record in national 
tnance has just been created by the British 


escaped general notice. 

Never before in the history of the country 
has such a huge sum as £187,551,000 been 
collected from the income tax payers in the 
first nine months of the financial year. 

The amount is remarkable, not only because 
of its unprecedented size, but because it repre- 
sents nearly two-thirds of the Budget estimate 
oí income tax revenue for the full year. 

By far the larger part of the year’s revenue 
from income tax is always collected in the 
three months period January to March. 

In pre-war days, when the tax was paid in 
one instalment, practically the whole amount 
was collected in .February and March. The 
two instalments. system introduced by the war 
gave the collectors a summer harvest, but 
even then the income tax collected in Jaeuary, 
February and March was invariably consider- 
ably greater in amount than the yield of the 
firat nine months of the financial year. 

On this occasion the nine months have pro- 


to be cullected in the next three months in 
order. fo realise the Budget estimate of 
£529,000,000 from income tax. 

The most likely explanation of these unusual] 
circumstances is that the collectors in the past 
few months have succeeded in recovering part 
of the enormous arrears—over £100,000, 


outstanding on April 1, 1922.

WANTS TURKS ‘‘TREATED AS 
GENTLEMEN.” 

The serious problems now involved in the:

“Let the public understand well,” . said 
Sir Charles, “ that the deadlock of Lausanne 
is entirely due to the Mosul question, and 
has very little whatever to do with the 
capitulations. The Angora Government are 
absolutely firm on the question of Mosul. 
They consider the national honour of Turkey 
is bound up in this question, 

‘Their reasons—for there are nothing hike

“(1) Mosul is in Anatolia, and not in 


Mesupotamia. 

** (2) Mosul was.in Turkey's hands at the 
time of the armistice between England and 
Turkey. This contention of the Turks I -an 
eritirely confirm, ‘having been tls man who 
drew up the prelimimary articles for the 
armistice on behalf of the Turks. The British 
occupied Mosul after the armistice in the 
same way as they entered Constantinople. 


STRATEGIC BLUNDER. iu 

“The occupation of Mosul, I say without 
hesitation, is a strategic blunder, and a great 
danger. It is 600° miles from the sea, its 
tiny isolated garrison has no nearer support 
than Bagdad, and the garrison at the latter 
point is far too weak to render any support 
on & big and effective scale. ! 

““ Aeroplanes, I may point out. can never 
relieve a beleaguered garrison, although: Mr. 
Churchill appears to imagine that they can. 
I personally consider that, having regard to 
all the circumetances, the Turks Me shown 
great moderation at the Lausanne Conference. 

“The settlement with Turkey is the most 
urgent problem that this Government now 
has ¢> effect. and on its decision now rests 
the peace of the world. Treat the Turk with 
confidence, and as a gentleman, and we shall 
never regret it, 

“There is not a Turk who does not respect 
England and desire her friendship, protection, 
and trade. ; 

““I should not. like to be the man just now 
to propose war to the British Parliament on 
the subject of Mosal or Mesopotamia.”

NO NEW WAR. 


“GREECE WON’T FIGHT 
UNLESS UNDER ALLIES’ 
ORDERS.”’

Widely cireulated reports that the Greeks 
yesterday re-entered Adrianople are in- 
d tjy denied by prominent officials here. 

cannot take it too strong that Greece 
will not. begin war again on her; own initia- 
tive,’’ -declared one. official. “One hears 
talk about military hotheads in the Govern- 
ment desiring war to retrieve lost prestige. 
That is all, nonsense. 

“If they do demre waer—which I do not 
believe—thev have not the power: to throw 
the people into war alone. Greece will not 
enter into. war unless at the. request, and as 
a partner of, the Allies. 

“Tí the Allies at. Lausanne, or M. Veni- 
zelos make such request, then that is @ 
different matter, and the people would then 
be willing to fight as a necessary evil, but 
they would not do so without Allied co- 


operation. 
“ M. Venizelos is probably the sanest man 


in Europe on such. matters, and he will not- 


request intervention unless ordered by the 
Allies.” 
‘‘It ig reported that the Greek troops are 
being mobilised in Thrace,” I suggested. 
““Of course our Army is there. Where- 
else would it be in view of the present situa- 
tion? - But one thing I would again em- 
phasise—that the Army will not begin a war 
without the backing of the Allies. I speak, 
not only as a Government official, but all my 
friends, all the people, all of the Press, 
agree that war is impossible without orders 
of the Allies.” : 
Conversations with many prominent Greeks 
indicate that this opinion is general. While 
a large section of the foreign element believe 
that the present military Government is 
seeking trouble, their view is not supported 
by more than the Thracian population. 
However, if Great Britain again decides 
that coercive measures are necessary to punc- 
ture the Turk halloon, the Greek Army is 
ready to move fast and formidable,‘ with 
little between them and Constantinople, ex- 
cept small Turkish gendarmerie. 
They should experience little ‘difficulty in 
reaching the shores of the Bosphorns, under 
the protection of the guns of the British 
Fleet, bat how long they wonkd remain there 
is another story.

The views of the unemployed of Glasgow, 

probably as great sufferers in this respect as 
eny in the country, were fully explained to 
Mr. Bonár Law last week. The Government 
knows and the country knows how desperate 
is @heir condition. In the great majority of 
cases the single and sincere object of 
marchers themselves is, we are convinced. to 
bring their woes before the world, and espe- 
cially the Prime Minister, who ‘of all men is 
most alive tó them already.

MR. MONTAGU’S PROMISE. 


In a leading article, The Times observes :-— 
When in August, 1917, Mr. Montagu gave to 
India the momentous promise of the gradual 
achievement of self-government, he was, at 
the same time, pronouncing the death sentdnce 
on the Indian» Civil Service in its existing 
form—on that great Service whose hands had 
upheld “the noblest fabric yet reared by the 
genius of a conquering people” That. that 


promise, however, was just and. fecessary, and 


that the practical shape which it assumed in 
the Act of 1919 was a measure of wise and 
essential statesmanship, few informed and, 
thinking persons now deny. Indeed, the very 
Service whose status, prospects and privileges 
the reform scheme shattered have, for the 
most part, admitted: the-justice and necessit 
of these reforms, and have co-operated most 
loyally in their furtherance, Such an attitude 
is in accord with. the high traditions of the 
Indian Civil Service, and it affords, perhaps, 
an additional reason why, in the confusion of 
a transitional period, the present interests and 
future position of that Service should be 
given special consideration. 

The problem is really twoíold. There is 
firet the question of the interests of the exist- 
ing members of the Indian Civil Service still 
serving in India; and, secondly, there is the 
gais of the future conditions of the Civil 

rvice under the new régime. The present 
active members of the Civil Service have, un- 
questionably, ground for soreness and com- 
plaint. Very many years ago it was decided 
that, in order to attract the best men to a 
life of arduous work and exile in a dangerous 
climate, and to ensure the efficient’ and in- 
corrupt discharge of our responsibilities in 
India, it was necessary to fix generous scales 
of pay and pension. Despite the rise in prices, 
however, there has been very little improve- 
ment in these” scales during the past fifty 
ee and an income which was handsome 

fty years ago, and moderately comíortable 
fifteen years ago, is nowadays a bare living 
wage.

THE WORK OF PRESERVATION. 

In a message from Luxor yesterday The 
Times Correspondent states :—All Mr. Howard 
Carter's helpers, except Dr. Gardiner, have 
now arrived, and there is considerable activity 
at the Tutankhamen chambers and the 
Various adjacent’ caves, which are being used 
as: workshops. Though the work of preser 
vation is being directed merely with the view 
of enabling the objects to travel saiely to 
Cairo, where they will receive more exfensive 
treatment, progress is necessarily slow, owing 
to the delicate nature of the operations in- 
volved. I understand that it has been 
definitely decided to confine the removal 
operations to the first chamber. 

It is intended for the preset to touch none 
of the articles in the second chamber, which 
will. be sealed up as soun as the first chamber 
is cleared. Then the sealed wall behind which 
Tutenkhamen is believed to be-in his. sar 
cophagus will be tackled. lt is not expected 
that this will be possible before the end of 
the month. It is hoped that among the docu- 
ments which are expected to be found in 
Tutankhamen’s tomb will be some that will 
afford explanation of his re-conversion to 
Amen worship, determine the length of his 
reign at Thebes, and reveal the real reason 
for the inveterate hatred’ which his successor. 
Horemheb, displayed towards him. The 
latter defaced wherever it was possible 
Tutankhamen’s name on monuments.

WONDERS FROM MEXICO.

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IMPORTANT SCULPTURAL 


REMAINS. 


Yesterday the Maudslay Collection of Maya 
sculptures were on view in the British 
Museum. It represents the results of Mexican 
explorations carried out by Mr. Alfred P. 
Maudslay between 1881 1894. 

Little was then known of the great Maya 
semi-civilisation, as expressed in Aboriginal 
American culture, but Mr. Maudslay guc- 
ceeded in discovering sculptural remains that 
are now considered of great importance. 

It was not ible to ship ail the originals 
to England, fea he took accurate moulds of 
the larger pieces by means of paper-squeezes 
and plaster, and had casts made from the 
when they arrived in England. > 

These casts were presented to the nation, 
and for a time were exhibited at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. They were then dis- 
mantled and placed in store. After thirty 
years in exile they were taken over by 
Trustees of the British Museum, and are now 
on exhibition once more. 

The collection comprises a tall monolith 
that stands in the portico of the British 
Museum, three smaller monoliths in the ex- 
hibition room, a monster plaster cast of a 
monolithic animal, casts of altars, and lintels, 
all bearing ancient inscriptions. 

Mr, T. A. Joyce, the Deputy Keeper, 
stated that taking the moulds meant seven 
expeditions into Central America. 

“All the carving,’ he said. “was done 
with stone tools, and many of the figures 
have an artistic superiority over Egyptian 
sculpture.’’

One who is closely connected with the 
management of a railway company said 
yesterday that there would be no strike on 
any of the railways, but that it was ES 
that the Great Southern and Western Rail- 
way would be taken over by the Government 
and managed under Government control. — 

A Labour representative, in an interview 
with an Irish Times representative yesterday, 
said :—“ I do not think that Irish railway- 
men are paid at a higher rate than men in 
England. It is not right to say so, and the 
general cost of living has not fallen sufficiently 
to justify any reduction in the wages of the 
men. There may be a few individual cases 
where wages here are slightly higher than in 
England, but all over the grades gemerally 
that is not so. That is why the National 
Union of Railwaymen and the Irish Transport 
Union have fejected the proposed reductions. 

Another Labour representative exp 
the opinion that the cost of living, instead 
of falling, would steadily rise during the 
coming year, particularly in view oi the 
amount that will have to be levied off the 
country for the payment of compensation 


claims. 
ORANEMEN STILL OUT. 

The cranemen employed by the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board at the North Wall are 
still on strike. No effort has been made to 
effect a settlement, as the strike has not re- 
ceived the sanction of the Union, and negotia- 
tions cannot, therefore, be opened in the 
ordinary way. 


CARTERS’ WAGES. 

Members of the Carters’ Section of the Irish 
Transport Workers’ Union have received 
notice from the Dublin Carriers’ Association, 
proposing to make a reduction of 20 per cent.

The carters’ present weekly rate is 62s. 
Similar 'cuts” are proposed in connection 
with motor and steam lorry drivers. 

The Carriers’ Association, it is stated, also 
proposes to increase the working hours, and to 
alter the existing working conditions. ) 

The demand was considered at a general 
meeting of the men in biberty Hall last night, 
but no statement was issued for: publication. 

It is understood that a conference with the 
employers has beery arranged. 


- FLOUR MILLERS’ CONFERENCE.

OUR TRADE OUTLOOK. 
Krom Our LONDON CORRESPONDENT. 

Mr. Godfrey Cheeseman, Secretary of 
National Union of Manufacturers, while 
agreeing that the year opens with greatei 
optimism and confidence, uttered a warning 
yesterday. We have still got our unemploy- 
ment difticulties, he said; we are still op 
pressed by too much taxation; "ve are still 
excluded from European markets owing to 
fallen exchanges, and many of our industries 
are being over-run by foreign manufactures. 

The most hopeful prospects, in my view, are 
to be found in the proper and full application 
of the Trades Facilities Act. 

We are all hoping that the conference be- 
tween the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the 
United States will lead to the funding of 
our debt to America, and ease us of some of 
the most pressing taxation.

Other countries are looking to their Trade 
Intelligence Service very closely, Within the 
past few months America has appointed a 
Vice-Consu! in almost every town us note 
in Germany. The immediate object ia to 
‘deal with the exports of German goods, but 
‘the ultimate object is to be prepared for the 
time when Germany will be able to import 
goods from America.

Unemployed hanger marchers in London 
yesterday sent a deputation to the managers 
of the Metropolitan Asylams Board, complain- 
ing of the nature of the accommodation and 
food provided for them in the casual wards 
of London. They demanded better treatment 
than casuals, complaining. that they only had 
bread, margarine, skilly, cocoa, and bad 
potatoes in some places. They asked that 
they should have meat and vegetables for 
dinner, tea, bread and butter, and celery for 
tea; and something hot for supper. 

The Chairman of the Board said he had vo 
power to issue instructions to supply this diet 
without the authority of the Minister of 
Health. 

The deputation, accompanied by marchers, 

roceeded to Whitehail to interview the 
Minister. The marchers remained in 5t. 
James’ Park whilst the deputation went to 
the Ministry, 

The reputation was at the Ministry a con- 
siderable time. The main body of marchers 
in the Park became impatient, and one of the 
deputation came and addressed them. FP > said 
that they had demanded the diet and accom- 
modation requested at the Metropolitan 
Asylums Board, and they would remain at the 
Ministry until their demand was acceded to or 
they were thrown out. 


POLICE CALLED IN. 


Shortly afterwards, the delegates were re- 
quested to leave the Ministry, but refused. 
Half an hour later three inspectors and about 
a dozen constables entered the building and 
escorted the men outside. They left quietly, 
and in only one instance was a constab'e's 
assistance necessary. 

Addressing the men in the Park, Mr. Han- 
nington, their organiser, said tht they held 
fast inside and continued to negotiate until 
the police were fetched to put them out. 
Accommodation for the night had been ar- 
ranged by telephone with various local 


authorities. The men then lined up gqnietly 
| and marched off in three contingents to the 


| workhouses at Poplar, Shoreditch, and South- 


wark.

A FORECAST AND A WARNING. 

Colonel Lithgow, late President of the Ship- 
building Employers’ Federation, discusses the 
present and future of shipbuilding in the 
“ Lioyd’s List Review of Shipping and Com- 
merce in 1922.’’ 

Colonel Lithgow says:—‘‘ The present out- 
look for shipbuilding ig more iavourable than 
it has been for some time, and just at the 
moment building berths are fillin more 
quickly than they are emptying, but not 
nearly as quickly ag they were emptying 
several months ago. While I do not think 
that this condition is going to continue for 
any length of time, I feel confident that the 
dearth of orders which has been experienced 
for the last eighteca months is not likely to 
occur again, and that, while the stream of 
new contracts may be of relatively 
dimensions, it will be steady.” 

After pointing out that such orders ag are 
being booked are the outcome of the fall 
in costs of construction, he savs:— 

“ While present prices are, from the ship- 
building point of view, quite uneconomic, I 
do not think they will be increased. The 
economic balance will require to be arrived 
at by a further reduction of costs, not so 
much within the shipyard itself, but in ont- 
side agencies which serve the shipyard. 
More savings, for example, must be obtained 
immediately in machinery and outfits gener- 
ally. I look forward also to reduced railway 
rates and to reduced taxation. The extent 
to which railway rates are responsible for 
continued high costes of industry is open to 
exaggeration, but there is no question that 
they are a very distinct handicap, and that if 
the scale could be brought down to something 
a “pata? level recovery could be 
quickened, not only in shipbuilding 
cher nade shipbuilding, kut in all 

It is demonstrable, he goes on, that pre- 
sent level of prices f.. new ships cannot 
possibly be justified as an economic roposi- 
tion for shipbúilders. unless modifications are 
speedily obtained. This at all events is cer- 
tain, namely, that a shi builder can go to an 
owner to-day and tell him he is quite safe 
to order because ship prices 
fall in the immediate futare, 

Discussing the post-war " normal ” in re- 

gard to price, he says that the most we can 
‘ope ior is that our present prices may ap- 
proximate, not to pre-war depression, but to 
pre-war prosperity. 
, “We have not yet reached the stage— it 
i3 doubtful how long it may be before we do 
each the stage—when ships will be ordered 
because of definite prospects of immediate 
return. For the present we are only at the 
stage which, on a scale different in degree 
we have reached after every "depression.

LESS BEER CONSUMED. 


TRADE COMPLAINT OF HIGH 
TAXATION. 

In a review of the brewing and licensed 
trade of Great Britain for the past year, the 
Brewers’ Society report a large falilng off in 
consumption, both of beer and spirits, due, 
they state, to excessive taxation and to low 
wages and unemployment jCompered with 
pre-war taxation, the beer duty remains thir- 
teen times as great -and the spirit a five 
times as great. The average pint beer 
now pays Sid. in duty, and a bottle of spirits 
Bs. 5id. n 1913 36,000,000 barrels of beer 
were consumed: but during the war the 
quantity fell by two-thirds. In 1920-21 con- 
sumption rose to 26,000,000, and for the 
current year ending March next is hardly 
likely to reach 18,000,000 barrels. 

Materials, except hops, are cheaper, but 
diminished and steadily falling output more 
than offsets that saving, and no reduction of 
the poe of beer is said to be possible until 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer substantially 
reduces the duty. 

The Chancellor, in his turn, is also feeling 
the pinch, says the report. Two years ago 
the tax on beer brought in over £123,000,000 
sterling. In the current year the Chan- 
cellor will be lucky if he gets as mach as

A Reuter’s telegram from Kimberley on 
Saturday states that at the thirty-fourth

The loss for the year amounted to £602,000.

Practs- 
cally the whole of the company’s cash re- 
sources were exhausted during the last slump, 
but the £834,000 set aside towards the re- 
demption of debentures remained intact. The 
company had passed through slumps pre- 
viously, and from former experience he did 
not expect such a prolonged depression, which 
had taxed the company’s resources more than 
anything that he had anticipated. However, 
the company was turning the corner, and he 
trusted that there were better times ahead.

SOLDIERS ATTACKED IN KERRY. | UNEMPLOYMENT.

Two national soldiers were killed and 
two wounded in-an ambush near Castle- 
gregory, County Kerry, on Friday last. 
The national troops have made a goo 
many captures of men and arms in the 
Tralee district. 

At Knockbridge, near Dundalk, on Sun- 
day night, armed men robbed members of 
the Civic Guard of their great coats and 
bicycles. 

The campaign against motor cars in the 
County Cork has been enforced within the 
past few days, several cars having been 
seized and burned or otherwise destroyed. 

Two railway bridges between Birdhill 
and Shalee, County Limerick, have been 
destroyed, thus stopping trafficgon the 
Birdhill-Nenagh section of the line. 


COUNTY KERRY. 
TRALEE CAPTURES. 
TWO SOLDIERS KILLED ÁIN 
AMBUSH. 


National troops have made further import- 
ant captures in the Tralee district within the 
past few days. At Ballymacelligott a dug- 
out was discovered, and two men were cap- 
tured—Michael Brosnan, Ballinadora, and 
John Clifford, Mountluké, Cahirciveen.- A 
loaded revolver and military equipments were 
found during a round-up in the same distgict. 

Denis O'Sullivan, Rathanny, and Timothy 
Leahy, Knockeen, Castleisland, were arrested 
at a dance at Listellick. William Murphy, 
Abbeydorney, was captured during a subse- 
quent search in Ballymacelligott, 

A Thompson gun, an Underwood  type- 
writer, six rifles, two short Webley revolvers, 
several rounds of ammunition, and a motor 
car (the property of Mr. John Galvin, Lis- 
towel), which was stolen some time ago, were 
found on Sunday morning. i 

Three men were captured in a farmer's 
house at Derrymore—Richard Dowling and 
Richard Fitegerald, both of Tralee, and 
Edward O’Flaherty, Derrymore. 

During an ambush of National troops near 
Castlegregory, on Friday evening, Volunteer 
John Talty, Lisdeen, County Clare, and 
Volunteer Henry McLoughnan, Buncrana, 
County Donegal, were killed. The first- 
named was shot through the head and the 
last-named through the chest. Death was 
instantaneous in both cases. Two other mem- 
bers of the party were wounded 

It is not known whether there were anv 
casualties among the attackers. 


COUNTY CORK. 


MOTOR CAR BURNED. 


TROOPS ATTACKED AT 
KINSALE. 

On Sunday night a girl named Mary Barry, 
aged 16, of Mayfield, was admitted to the 
Mercy Hospital, Cork, suffering írom a bullet 
wound in the left instep.. With two or three 
other girls, she was on her way home at 
about 11.30 o'clock. Near Dillon’s Cross a 
shot was fired, and she was wounded in the 
foot. The wound is not serious. 
It is about two months ago since small 
posters notified a ban on all motor traffic 
outside Cork City. At no time has much 
attention been paid to the order, and the 
usual numbers of lorries and mowr cars have 
heen coming and going daily between Cork 
Crt and the country districts. Latterly, 
however, some of these vehicles have been 
‘eld up” and destroyed. Yesterday a 
private tonring car was stopped hy armed 
men at Carrigaline. The occupants—the 
owner (Mr. Wylie), two ladies, and the driver 
—were ordered out, and the car was burned. 
In the Bandon district a doctor, driving his 
car near Farraniavane, was fired at. When 
he pulled up, he was ordered to return. 
After a brief sniping attack on national 
troops at Kinsale two of the attackers were 
captured, one being wounded. i 
'Three men, who were caught cutting down 
telegraph poles between Castlemartyr and 
Midleton, have been arrested by national 
troops. 


COUNTY LIMERICK. 
RAILWAY BRIDGE DESTROYED 


Two small bridges spanning the railway be- 
tween Birdhill and Shalee, on the Limerick- 
Nenagh line, were destroyed early yesterday 
morning, and, as a result, railway traffic be- 
tween Birdhill and Nenagh was suspended 
yesterday. 

Troops at New Pallas, Co. Limerick, were 
subjected to a prolonged attack on Saturday 
night. It began at half past twelve o'clock, 
and lasted four hours, the deafening noise of 
machine gun and rifle fire rendering sleep for 
the inhabitants impossible. No casualties are 
reported. 

Our Hospital Correspondent writes :—In 
connection with the recent raid on the 
Hospital Branch of the Munster and Leinster 
Bank, one arrest has been made by national 
troops.

COUNTY LONGFORD.. 
POSSESSION OF ARMS, 


As a result of a rigorous search for arms 
and, ammunition by soldiers of the National 
Army, four young men were arrested in Long- 
ford during the week-end on a charge of 
illegal possession of arms.

COUNTY WEXFORD.

|FIRING ON NEW YEAR’S DAY. 

Clonmel military posts were subjected to 
heayy sniping by men posted on the hills and 
high grounds on Friday night. ‘hey were 
replied to by the garrisons, and the exchange 
of rifle and machine gun fire lasted for about 
an hour. A patrol car ran into a stone wall 
built on the road at Oldbridge, and there a 
heavy exchange took place. 

Another attack was made at about twelve 
o'clock on Sunday night. The reply was very 
intense from out-sentries and a patrol, and 
the exchange was prolonged. In the midst 
of the firing the military band and buglers 
turned out and played national airs through 
the ‘streets, the soldiers with them cheering. 
It was a soldier's welcome to the New Year. 
The civilians were all indoors on account of 
the eleven o'clock Curfew. Sniping mingled 
with the cheers of the soldiers. At about 
two o'clock the shooting died away. Only 
one casualty is reported, a man being wounded. 


COUNTY WATERFORD. 
EX-SOLDIER SHOT DEAD. 


Pierce Murphy, an ex-soldier, was shot dead 
in Waterford on Sunday night. is relatives 
state that he and a man named O'Neill were 
returning home frome a idance, when they 
were challenged and haltdd at the corner of 
Doyle street and Yellow road. They were 
allowed to pass. Soon afterwards shots were 
heard, one of them hitting Murphy in the 
back and penetrating his lung. He fell, and 
appears to have died almost instantaneously. 
O'Neill and some neighbours carried him 
home, and found that he was dead. Murphy 
had served through the great war, 

Thomas Cullen, who is employed by the 
Convent of the Good Shepherd, Waterford, 
was admitted to the local infirmary on Sun- 
day night, to be treated for a bullet wound 
‘in ‘the stomach. His condition is critical. It 
appears that at about eight o'clock at night 
two National Army officers saw three men 
near the Cavalry Barracks, and called on them 
to halt. One of the three stopped, but the 
other two retreated, firing revolvers as they 
ran. The officers returned the fire, and during 
ye exchange Cullen appears to have been 
shot. 


COUNTY GALWAY. 
ARRESTS IN COSTELLO 
DISTRICT. 


Troops from Galway, operating the 
Costello district, have captured Peter

MOTOR CAR’S WILD DASH 


— 


EVIDENCE AT CORONER’S 
INQUIRY. 

That death was caused by the car in which 
he was travelling accidentally colliding with 
a tram standard was the verdict of a City 
Coroner's jury at the imquest in Mercer's 
Hospital on Lieutenant Matthew Leavey, of 
Wellington Barracks, who was killed in West- 
moreland street, Dublin, in the early hours 
of Saturday morning. The jury exonerated 
the driver of the lorry from all blame, and 
ofiered sympathy to the deceased officer's 
relatives. 

Private Phelim O'Neill, the driver «f the 
Crossley tender, which contained Lieutenant 
Leavey and nine other men, told the jury that 
they were returning to barracks some time 
aiter 1 o'clock on Saturday morning when the 
accident occurred. He was driving the car along 
the left hand side of Sackville street. There 
was a sleet storm blowing at the time, and 
on passing Hopkins and Hopkins’ he was half 
blinded by the sleet. 
again he found that he was close into the 
footpath near Westmoreland street. When he 
turned out the tender skidded, and then he 
knew that he could do nothing, as the brakes 
could not save them. ‘The car collided with 
a tram standard, and after that he only 
remembered being put into a taxi-cab and 
brought to Jervis street Hospital. 

Replying to Mr. M. A. Corrigan, Chief 
State Solicitor, who appeared for the authori- 
ties, the witness said that he had been 
driving motors for the last two years, and 
had been driving military lorries for six 
months. 

WHAT A CAR-DRIVER SAW. 

A car-owner named James Fitzsimons said 
that he was standing at the Ballast Office 
wHen he saw the tender coming across O’Con- 
nell Bridge. The car was skidding, and it 
eventually ran into a tram standard. ‘here 
was a storm blowing at the time, and some 
snow was falling. When the witness went 
over, all the occupants of the car were lying 
on the ground, two of them face downwards. 
One of the two men was bleeding profusely 
from the head. The witness immediately 
went for assistance to Brunswick street, and 
hailed a passing taxi-cab to take some of the 
men to hospital 

Sergeant Sullivan, of the D.M.P., said that 
when the tender crashed into the standard 
he heard a slight explosion and a few shots. 
At the time he did not know what had 
happened. He hurried to the scene, and 
found that the car had been wrecked, and 
that all the occupants were on the road. 
He stopped two taxi-cabs, and had the 
soldiers conveyed to Jervis, street Hospital. 
lieutenant Leavey was takan in a ca 
Mercer’s Hospital. s 

Lieutenant C€, Meehan, who was 
party in the tender, said that they been 
travelling on their correct side. When the 
car swerved it was too late to apply the 
brakes. They had been going at between 
16 and 20 miles an hour. 

In reply to a juror, the witness said that 
they had been out of barracks about three- 
quarters of an hour. They had heard that 
there had been a mine ‘explosion in the city. 
They were returning to Wellington Barracks 
wheh the accident happened. 

Dr. Roddy, house surgeon, said that Lieu- 
tenant Leavey was unconscious when admitted 
to the hospital. He was found to be suffer- 
ing from fracture of the base of the skull. 
Death was due to hemorrhage, caused by the 
injuries received. 

The jury returned the verdict already 
stated. Dr. Louis Byrne conducted the in- 
quiry. 


PUBLICHOUSE ROBBED. 


At .6.20 last evening two armed men in a 
Ford Service car arrived at the publichouse 
of Mr. Quinlan, 135 Morehampton road, Dub- 
lin.

THE IRISH FREE STATE 
RETURNS. . 


POSITION IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 


The Irish Free State's Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce announces that during the 
week ended December 18, 1922, the number of 
people registered for unemployment at Em- 
ployment Exchanges and branch Employment 
Offices in the twenty-six counties was 56,695, 
compared with 37,206 on December 11—a 
decrease of 513. 

The exchanges at which the! $ numbers 
were shown were:—Dublin, 10,455; Cork, 
6.794; Limerick, 1,465; Waterford, 1,419; 
Wexford, 1,317. : 

The total number of current chims to Un- 
employment Insurance benefit on December 18, 
1922, was :—Men, 27,778; women, 5,005; boys, 
185; girls, 284. Total, 335,250. 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 

The number of workpeople in Northern Ire- 
land covered by the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts is approximately 261,000, and the per- 
centage of unemployed workpeople covered by 
the Acts was 19.75 per cent. at 18th Decem- 
ber, compared with 19.57 per cent. at 20th 
November. The percentage of persons work- 
ing systematic short time at 18th December 
was 2.83. The corresponding figure at 20t 
November was 3.352. - 

The greatest percentage of unemployment 
was in the building trades and works of con- 
struction, the figures being 4,298, or 31.31 per 
cent. The shipbuilding, engineering and iron- 
founding industries were next, with 12,645 
unemployed, or 26.83, and the flax, linen and 
hemp trades had 14,573 unemployed, including 
10,788 females, a percentage of 20.69 of per- 


sons covered by the Insurance Acts. 


BELFAST CORPORATION. 

At the meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
yesterday, Alderman Kyld asked whether any 
further schemes for the relief of unemployment 
had been sent to the Unemployment Com- 
mittee. After referring to the state of em- 
ployment in the city, Alderman Kyle said that 
it was hoped that, with the spurt in the Bel- 
fast shipyards and the better conditions pre- 
vailing there, there would be much more work. 
In conclusion, he said that the British Govern- 
ment at present in power had done more for 
unemployment than any Government before, 
and he hoped that the Improvement Commit- 
tee would drait some proposal on the subject 
and submit it to the Northern Government, in 
order to help them to deal with that im- 
portant question. 

Alderman Boyd said that it was only fair to 
the city, as well as to the chairman and mem- 
bers of the Improvement Committee, to 
ventilate the fact that a good deal had been 
done by the Committee towards the mitigation 
of the unemployment problem, though he 
recognised that the works contemplated only 
brought them to the fringe of the subject. 
He considered that the time was opportune to 
face the undertaking of a big job for stopping 
the flooding on the Bog Meadows, Roden 
street, Grosvenor road, and other districts. 

Replying to the questions, Councillor Alex- 
ander said that the Improvement Committee 
had been doing its best to relieve unemploy- 
ment, and he assured the members of the Cor- 
poration that it was a subject very near to the 
hearts of the Committee. He read a list of 
works im progress which had been supplied by 
Mr. Cutler, who was.providing work for 500 
men for 29 weeks at a total cost of £83,700; 
and the works sanctioned, but not yet started, 
amountec to £20,169, while there were 
numerous other works in contemplation.

LECTURE ON RADIUM.—Recounting 
“The Story of Radium” to a juvenile 
audience, gathered yesterday (under the 
auspices of the Royal Dublin Society) at the 
Royal College of mora Mr. Horace H. 
Peele, S¢.D., having referred to the discovery 
of X-rays, said that a search for similar rays 
from phosphorescent bodies led Professor 
Becquerel to the discovery of the radio- 
activity of uranium. Madame Curie, farther 
investigating this property, found that cer- 
tain minerals—for example, pitchblende—con- 
taining uranium, were much more active than 
would be expected from the quantity of 
uranium present. She was thas led to infer 
that the excessive activity was . to the 
presence of hitherto unknown ..ements. 
After the most laborious chemical processes. 
she separated two new elements, namely, 
pelenium and radium, each of which was far 
more active than uranium. The continuous 
emission of energy, which was shown 
radio-active elements, was at first very diffe 
cult to reconcile with the well-known principle 
of the conservation of energy. The answer 
to this conundrum was left to be dealt with 
in the further lecture whic) will be given by 
Mr. Peele to-day.
